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Alexander announces funding for two 5th
District primary health care centers

WASHINGTON, D.C.--U.S. Rep. Rodney Alexander, R-Quitman, announced today that two
grants will be awarded to 5th District community health care centers.

Alexander, a member of the House Appropriations Committee, said that the Innis Community
Health Care Center will receive a federal grant totaling $909,375 and the Rapides Primary
Health Care Center will receive a federal grant totaling $542,718.

The funds, disbursed by the Department of Health & Human Services, will benefit 5th
Congressional District residents by improving local primary health centers.

"These grants will help improve health care facilities and expand health care availability
for my constituents,” Alexander said.

This program is geared toward ensuring the availability and accessibility of essential primary
and preventative health services to the people who have the most limited access to services and
face the greatest barriers to care.
